KEY WEST, July SO.—Three officers 


SENEOA FAM:.S, N. Y,, July 30.—The 
inevitable has occurred. 
The 
Pew 
building, against the erection of which 
three or more years ago such earnest 
protest was made, fulfilled its mission 
as a fire trap this morning, and it is 
feared that it has also proven a death 
trap. A few minutes after 3 o'clock 
this morning the building, which was 
directly opposite Eoag's opera house, in 
Falls street, was discovered to be burn- 
ing in Sutherland Squire's restaurant. 
In a few minutes the entire structure 
was on fire. Had naught but the shell 
suffer ed there would have been.;trifling 
cauô9 for regret, but at 7 o'clock the 
fairest commercial portion of the town 
was in ashes, or in flames. 


The Pew building was approachable 
from but one side and the atmosphere 
quickly became so hot that [the firemen 
could not endure it. The 
splendid 
Phoenix block, involving the Electric 
light plant, the Electric railway plant, 
the poetoffice, express office, the Reville 
printing establishment, 
the Courier, 
Sanderson's furniture ware rooms and 
the ^Western Union telegraph office, 
Bucpumbed to the flames, and within 
four hours fifteen stores east of it, to the 
Sheldon 
b^ock, were 
ruined. 
The 
flames sprang across the street to Hoag's 
opera house before an hour had passed 
and that was consumed, with all of Fall 
street on that side east to the Sheldon 
block, while on the north side the Co- 
operative block was 
the limit. 
On 
State street the flames extended to an d 
included Kellogg's livery stable, but all 
of his stock was saved. 


A steamer came from Waterloo soon 
after daylight and about 6 o'clock a 
train came in with a steamer from Gen- 
eva. 
An extra steamer from the Silsby 
works was also in service, besides the 
two village steamers. 
All the news- 
papers are burned out and the telegraph 
and telephone service is 
suspended. 
The Gleason & Baily works were several 
times on fire, but the flames were kept 
down with but little injury. The West- 
ern Union Telegraph company are do- 
ing business at the railroad station. 
The fire was under control at 9 o'clock 
this morning, but soon started anew in 
Tormon & Gladke's dry goods store, 
which is now burning. 


The latest places the loss at $1,000,- 
000. Fifteen acres were burned over, 
covered principally by three-story brick 
buildings. 


CHICAGO, July 30. An overflow of 
hot steel from the furnace of the Chic- 
ago cruicible steel casting company's 
works, located at the comer of Elston 
and Webster avenues, caused a fire last 
night which totally destroyed the build- 
ing and its contents. 
The total loss of 
building, roaehinery, molds, &c., is es- 
timated at $50,000.

FEBSNO, Cala., July 30.—About fifty 
or more vigilantes inet on Monday night, 
and it is reported that they have vowec 
to take eight men now confined in jail 
here charged with murder, and summar- 


arrived from Cuba last Week for the 
purpose of taking a Cuban named Mar- 
ino Samos, who is held on extradition 
charges as a bandit for highway rob- 
bery, kidnapping and other offenses 
committed in Metanzes nearly a year 
ago.

In charging perjury against 
those senators who did not vote for 
census by which reapportionment of 
representation could secured. Captain 
Tillman did not mention Judge Izler's 
name, as he has done at all other meet- 
ings. His speech was unusally temper 
ate. While General Earle was speaking 
the crowd seemed to be rowdy and the 
general was frequently interrupted. One 
of the Tillman crowd told General Earle 
that he was corrupt. .Earle denounced 
him as a liar, and for a time there was 
considerable excitement. Earle 
was 
very aggressive in the face of an over- 
whelming majority against him. It is 
now generally conceded that Tillman wil 
have a large majority in the August 
convention.

STABBED FATALLY. 


Fred Wineke, a Railroad IVatchman 
Assanlted,';and Will Probably 
I>ie»l¥ho »id It? 


Fred Wineke, the one-legged watch- 
man whose post of duty has for a long 
time been at the junction of the Fort 
Wayne and Fort Wayne, Cincinnati and 
LouisviUe, railroads, northwest o) the 
city, was fatally stabbed yesterday after- 
noon and is now dying from his injur- 
ies at the St. Joe hospital. 


Late iy^terday afternoon Wineke 
left his watch-house a few moments and 
walked up the track to replace a switch. 
When he returned he met a couple of 
noisy workmen who said they were em- 
ployed in the gravel pit. Wineke, who 
is a cripple, attempted to pass them by, 
but they persisted in having him re- 
main where he was. The watchman's 
sense of duty made him so angry at the 
drunken pair that he showed fight, when 
he was set upon and in the scuffle stab- 
bed twice with a dirk in the hand of the 
tallest of the pair. The blade was thrust 
into his right side and again in the 
abdomen, penetrating the bowel. 


The wounded man staggered to his 
watch-house as his assaulters escaped. 
Assistance soon came and he was con- 
veyed in the patrol wagon to the St. 
Joe hospital. The injured man, if he 
knows the names of the men, will not 
divulge them. 


Wineke is an unmarried man and 
has lived with his parents in ''Ne- 
braska." Dr. George C. Stemen at- 
tends him.

Another version is that Wineke be- 
came involved in a quarrel with two 
teamsters working for James Fox, the 
contractor. All three men were under 
the influence of liquor. Wineke at- 
tempted to draw a revolver from his 
pocket to shoot, when one of the men 
pulled his pocket knife and • attacked 
him. The names of these teamsters have 
not at this writing been learned.

The stand taken by Postmaster G^n- 
oral Wanamaker on the lottery qneation 
and his efforts to prevent the United 
States mails from being used for a busi- 
ness that is robbing our people every 
month of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, is to be commended. 
The swind- 
ling concerns should go. If ¡the legisla- 
tures of sòme states are corrupt enougli 
to give them charters, they should at 
least be prevented from doing business 
through 
the United 
States 
mails. 
Postmaster General Wannamaker has 
been working for some time to purge 
the mails of all matter relating to lot- 
teries and as a result President Harri- 
son yesterday sent the following méssage 
to congress: 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: 


The recent attempt to secure a charter 
from the state of North Dakota for a 
lottery company, the pending effort to 
obtain from the state of Louisiana a re- 
newal of the charter of the Louisiana 
state lottery, and the establishment of 
one or more lottery companies at Mexi- 
can towns near our border have served 
the good purpose of calling public at- 
tention to an evil of vast propo.rtions. 
The people of all states are debauched 
and defrauded. Vast sums of money 
offered to the states for charters are 
drawn from the people of the United 
States and the general 
government 
through its mails system is made an 
effective and profitable medium of inter- 
course between the lottery company and 
its victims. 
The use of the mails is 
quite as essential to the companies as a 
state license. It would be practically 
impossible for these companies to exist 
if the public mails were once effectually 
closed against their advertisements and 
remittances. 
The use of the mails by 
these companies is a prostitution of an 
agency only intended to serve the pur- 
poses of legitimate trade and a decent 
social intercourse. It is not necessary, 
I am sure, for me to attempt to portray 
the robjaery of the poor and the wide- 
spread corruption of public and pri- 
vate 
morals, 
which are o.^ neces- 
sity, 
incidents 
of 
these 
lottery 
sehemep, 
The national capital has be- 
come subheadquarters of the Louisiana 
lottery company and its numerous 
agents and attorneys are conducting 
here a business involving probably a 
larger use of the mails than that of any 
legitimate business enterprise in the 
Distriot of Columbia. 
There seems to 
be good reason to believe that the cor- 
rupting touch of these agents has .been 
felt by clerks in the postal service and 
by some of the police officers of the dis- 
trict. 
Severe and effective legislation 
should be promptly enacted to enable 
the postoffice department to purge 
the mails of all letters, newspapers 
and circulars relating to the business. 
The letter to the p jstmaster general 
which I transmit herewith, points out the 
inadequacy of existing statutes and sug- 
gests legislation that would be effective. 
It may also be necessary to so regulate 
the carrying of letters by express com- 
panies, as to prevent the use of these 
agencies to maintain communication be- 
tween the lottery companies and their 
agents or customers in other cities. It 
does not seem possible that any division 
of sentiment as to the propriety of clos- 
ing the mails against these companies, 
and I therefore venture to express the 
hope that such proper powers as are 
necessary to that end will be given to 
the postoffice department.

I^ine Beer to IleMldenees and 
Saloon«. 


Two 
English 
gentlemen, 
Messrs. 
Charles Tennant and Leslie Stephan, of 
London, representing a wealthy British 
syndicate, are registered at the Aveline 
house. 


Their miàsion is to establish in this 
city a mammoth brewery, and if their 
scheme is successftd they will prove 
formidable rivals to the Gentlivre and 
Berghoff establishments, for they may 
be able to control, to a great extent, the 
beer market of the city. 


A S E N T I N E I I reporter met one of the 
gentlemen, Mr. Stephan, at his bote' 
last evening. 
He is a shrewd, pleasant 
man, but was inclined to be uncommun- 
icative at first in regard to the business 
that brought him to Fort Wayne, and 
it was only after the newspaper man 
had convinced him that he already 
knew enough about his scheme to "let 
th e cat out of the bag" if he chose to do 
so, that he could be persuaded to talk at 
all. 


"You have got a long head on you, 
young man," he said, staring at us 
through his English eye glasses. " I 
supposed there was'nt a soul in this 
city knew what our mission was, but as 
you have got some of the principal 
points, I might just as well give it to 
you in detail, although we were not yet 
ready to have it made public." 


And accepting his preferred pure Ha 
vana, we took otir chairs out in front 
of the hotel, where, in the cool of the 
evening, he unfolded to the newspaper 
man his scheme for making beer as 
plenty almost and as convenient in Fort 
Wayne as the water used from the pipes 
of the water works. 


"You know," he said, "that in some 
of the large cities in the east, the brew- 
ers have adopted successfully, a plan for 
sending their beer from the breweries 
to the bottling works through pipe lines. 
This suggested to our company, who 
have been purchasing a number of 
American breweries, the idea of laying 
pipes from the breweries, through the 
streets of the city, to the houses of the 
consumers, and conveying beer in this 
manner just as water and gas are con 
veyed." 


"*"I don't see why it would'nt work, 
said our reporter. 


"Work! of course it will work! Beer 
isn't much different from water, is it? It 
can be forced through the pipes from 
the brewery to any part of the city, con- 
veyed right into the saloons and private 
houses and a faucet turned in the small 
pipes whenever it is to be used. 
There 
are means of guaging the amount of 
water and gas used by consumers. We 
would adopt the same plan for guaging 
the consumption of beer and make week- 
ly or monthly collections. If you want- 
ed to usé tiie beer at your home, all 
you. would have to do would be to turn 
on your faucet and you would have the 
foaming article just as cool and fresh as 
it could be drank at the brewery- itself. 
At the saloon it could be dealt out in 
the same way and the bartender would 
never find his supply running short. 
The plan, if adopted, would do away 
with beer wagons, a large number of 
men and horses and the expense of 
handling the kegs, and the convenience 
of it would largely increase the con 
sumption, for many persons would have 
the pipes run right into their resi- 
dences." 


"It would be a kind of death blow to 
saloons, wouldn't it?" suggested our re- 
porter. 


"Oh, no," qtKckly 
replied Mr. 
Stephan, "it wouldn't do that. Men 
would want their places for gathering, 
where they could drink their social glass 
just as they do now. The salocm would 
still exist. 
There would be more beer 
drinkers, however, because the conven- 
ience of having it at one's homes, where 
they could get it cool and fresh, would 
induce many to use it in their families 
who do not now do so." 


"When are you going to start up 
here?" 


"Well, I couldn't tell you that, young 
man," said the English 
gentleman. 
"We have come here to see what arrange- 
ments we can make. Wo represent a 
company of wealthy English capitalists, 
and would be prepared to push the work 
through to a suooessful completion if 
we commence it. We wouldn't want 
your city to donate us any land or give 
us any money for buildings. 
We would 
locate our brewery, which would neces- 
sarily be a mammoth one, in the out- 
skirts of the city, and do a big wholesale 
buiuness to other places as well as sup- 
ply our customers here. We would

Stophan, "after the system gets into 
geiieral use. Our sales would be large 
and we could afford to make -the rates 
lower than they are now, I expect, but 
time would have to determine that, for 
this thing is an experiment with us now 
I think, however, beer would be much 
cheaper under this plan than it is now. 


"It would be awfully convenient! 
said our reporter, as he thought of tiie 
city pipe-lined for beer and the foaming 
article running anywhere and every- 
where one wanted it. We could have it 
in every room in the house and every 
corner of the room. 
Juirt turn on the 
faucet and the delicious article would 
come from the brewery, a mile or two 
away, through the pipes. 
A fellow 
could have it the last thing before he 
went to bed and the first after he arose 
in the morning. I t is a grand scheme 
and very, very convenient. 


"Yes," mused the English gentleman 
"convenient to retail dealers and private 
consumers alike. I think it will work 
well, but I have told you all I can say 
now. We were not ready just yet to 
have our plans known, but you knew 
too much and rather than have you 
make a bungle of it in the paper I have 
given you this much concerning our 
object in visiting your city. You will 
hear more of this project after awhile. 
Good night."

The shipments of flour, grain and pro- 
visions from Chicago to the seaboard by 
the lines in the Central Traffic associa- 
tion last week aggregated 24,789 tons, 
against 24,437 for the preceding week, 
an increase of 352 tons, and against 23,- 
978 for the corresponding period last 
year, an increase of eighty-four tons. 
The Yauderbilt lines carried 49.4 per 


cent, of the whole traffic, the Pennsyl 
vania lines 29.5 per cent., the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk 21.1, the Baltimore 
and Ohio 10. 


The Wabash railroad has the distinc- 
tion of having the fastest freight train 
in the United States—rather a broad 
assertion. 
However, the train leaves 
Toledo at 12:15 p. m. every day and 
arrives at St. Louis at 9 o'clock the next 
morning, a run of 436 miles in twenty 
hours and forty-five minutes, or twenty 
miles an hour. 


Engine 35, of the Nickle Plat« road, 
broke down in 
the yards yesterday 
afternoon. 
It had just arrived from 
west with a heavy load of cars, and just 
as it stopped in the yards the large 
chain between the engine and tender 
broke. 
If it had broken while the train 
was going 
it might have caused a 
serious accident. 


The Maine Central road is testing a 
new downward draft locomotive just 
built at their shops. 
The engine, last 
Saturday, hauled four heavily-loaded 
passenger coaches at a speed of forty 
miJes an hour for nineteen miles, and 
emitted no black smoke or cinders. 
The 
master mechanic of the road thinks he 
has solved the problem of how to abolish 
smoke, cinders and the waste of fuel in 
this one invention. 


The record of accidents which occur 
on roads of the United States, which is 
published monthly by the Railroad Ga- 
zette, shows that in the month of June 
there were 137 accidents, in which fifty- 
eight persons were killed and 253 in- 
jured. 
The statement includes sixty- 
four collisions and sixty-seven derail- 
ments. 
Seven trains were thrown from 
the track by cattle strolling on the 
company's right of way; there were two 
cases of purposely misplaced switches, 
and one case milicious 
obstruction. 
For three extensive mileage Indiana 
roads escaped remarkably; there were 
but four accidents on the Indiana roads, 
and in but two of these was any great 
damage done to property.

Section 13 of the new election law 
provides that certain parties must regis- 
ter at least three months before election, 
by appearing in person at county clerk's 
office, and there complying with the 
registration laws. 
The general election 
will be held November 4, 1890, hence 
all who are required to register, 
must 
do so before August 4, 1890. 
No costs 
to pay. 
The county pays the clerk. 
The following persons must register: 


Any person, who, having been a resi- 
dent of Indiana, shall have absented 
himself six months or more. 


Any person who shall have gone into 
another state or county with intention 
of voting therein or who shall have voted 
therein. 


Any person who has not been a bona 
fide resident of the state and of tlie 
county for at least six months before the 
election. 


This last clause is very important as it 
applies to all who have moved into 
the county since May 4, 1890. 
The 
penalty for voting or .attempting to vote 
without registration, when such is re- 
quired, is from one to five years in state 
prison. 


Great care must be taken so that per- 
sons do not violate the registration laws 
unwittingly. 
Committeemen, and ac- 
tive democrats generally, are hereby re- 
quested to see to it that all who are re 
quired to register before voting, 
espe- 
cially those who have not lived in the 
county prior to May 4, 1890, shall be 
registered in the clerk's office on or be- 
fore August 4, 1890. 


A canvas of the several voting pre- 
cincts by committeemen, and procuring 
the registration of all those voters who 
are included in the above classes, will 
result in saving many votes to the 
party. 


Let all active democrats at onoe look 
about them and have the law fully com- 
plied with before August 4, 1890.

Keqnlriny Keicistration. 


Section 13 of the new election law 


provides that certain parties must regis- 
ter at least three months before election, 
by appearing in pcreon at county clerk's 
office, and there complying with the 
registration laws. The general election 
will be held November 4, 1890, hence 
all who are required to register, must 
do so before August 4, 1890. No costs 
to pay. The county pays the clerk. 
Ihe following persons must register: 


Any person, who, having been a resi- 


dent of Indiana, shall have absented 
himself six months or more. 


Any person who shall have gone into 


another state or county with intention 
of voting therein or who shall have voted 
therein. 


Any person who has not been a bona 


fide resident of tho state and of Vie 
county for at least six months before the 
election. 


This last clause is \ery important as it 


applies to all who have moved into 
the county since May 4, 1890. The 
penalty for voting or attempting to vote 
without registration, when such is re- 
quired, is from one to five years in state 
prison. 


Groat care must bo taken so that per- 


sons do not violate the registration laws 
unwittingly. Committeemen, and ac- 
tive democrats generally, arc hereby re- 
quested to see to it that all who are re 
quired to register before voting, cane- 
oially those who have not lived in the 
county prior to May 4, 1890, shall bo 
registered in the clerk's oflice on or be- 
fore August 4,1890.

are included in tho above classes, will
